ARMENIA REDUCED 


TO SMALL REPUBLIC 


BY TURK DRIVE 


Tiflis, Dee, 1. — rArmenian. forces 
have been .driven eastward by the 
Turkish nationalists until the region 
they hold, its entirely outside the tra- 
ditional boundaries of Armenia. As 
a result, Armenia is roducecl to a lit- 
tle Caucasus republic, such as was 
created by the Germans and Turks 
during the war. It 
comprises the 
districts of Erivan: Novobayazet, 30 
miles to the northeast of that city, 
and Etchmiaclzin, the ecclesiastical 
capital oC ancient Armenia, located 
abfiut 25 miles north of Mt. Ararat.

PENNY LUNCHES IN 


CHICAGO'S SCHOOLS 


PROVE POPULAR 


[BY ASSOCIATED PltKSS.] 


Cliicfltgo—Judging by their patron- 


age, the 3-cent and D-cent meals put 
up by the Chicago board of educa- 
tion are making an enormous suc- 
cess. The city's "penny, lunch" busi- 
ness runs up from 40,000 to- 60,000 
customers a day. Sales, measured in 
peJinies and'nickels, amount dally 
between $4,000 and '$5,000. 
"We have to chase the 
children 
away," remarked Dr. Frank G. Bru- 
ner, director of special schools under 
the board of education, 
who 
has 


charge of this work. "Often we have 
to stand at the door and protect the 
lunchrooms so they won't be over- 
run." 
Dr. Bruner saifl that penny lunches 


had been established in 57 of tha 
city's elementary schools. 
Their ob- 


ject, lie observed, is .to provide sub- 
stantial food at the least cost for chil- 
dren coming from homes where there 
is real necessity. Lunch rooms there- 
fore have been opened in districts 
where, as a general thing, .the people 
are not as well todo. 
'"For five cents," Dr. Bruner said, 


the menu runs something ,like this: 
Soup bread, milk or cocoa, fruit or 
pudding. 
The bill of fare at three cents 
drops the milk. And then a young- 
ster can spend only a penny if he 
wants to, buying any one of. these 
articles for it. Or if ]-,e is not blessed 
with wealth and yet Las more than a 
penny, he can for two cents purchase 
a meat ball, beans, spagetti, or rice. 
"The board o£ education is npend- 


$160,'000 a year to. provide 
these 
meals,'.' added Dr. . Bruner. 
"The 
board donates all service and equip- 
ment. 
That includes 
the 
rooms, 
cooks, light, g-as—the entire main- 
tenance cost. What t'ne children i ay 
goes into the food. We buy at whol- 
aale and. the receipts cover the pur- 
chase o£ the food." 
In addition to the penny lunches, 
the board of education supplies a bite 
to eat-at the morning recess at 10:30 
in all elementary schools. This sells 
for a penny and consists of a sand- 
wich with filling of jelly, jam, syrup, 
peanut butter or oleo, or ejse a disli 
of porridge. 
• 
Then there are 30 or 
BO hlsn 
schools. These have their cafeterias. 
They are run on a different principle, 
the object being to provide food 'or 
students coming from a distance. Dr. 
Bruner said that in all' cases they 
were self sustaining. In some 
the 


cafteria's are operated on r. private 
concession, in others by the board of 
education.

aged to save," said Mr. Cunningham. 
"When they have some money, in- 
stead of finding the quickest way to 
spend it they are gradually becom- 
ing thrifty and invest their small 
savings in the stamps."

INCREASED PKODUCT1ON OX FEAVEB, 


FARMS.' 


The year 1920 is remarkable in farm produc- 


tion, in that while the census shows that there Is 
n lessened rural population running into several 
imllllons, the production of grains and other ag- 
Hcultural products' has Increased. 
For this we 


ow« the neVv and modern methods of farming— 
new machinery, the tractor, the kerosene or gas- 
oline engine, and a score of machines to take the 
place of the farm hand. 
There has. been a re- 


markable change In farm, methods in the last 
decade even. The farmer can go to the city and 
be back In. an hour or so with his automobile, 
can keep In-close touch with markets, can get his 
repairs done without losing many hours as in the 
past, is connected with the telephone to all im- 
portant points, and can make the -work of one 
!day cover the time wlilch a few years ago would, 
Jiavc meant a weejc or st> in lost motion and effi- 
ciency. 


Farming is a business now. It is a bigger busi- 


ness than ever, and in point of economic and 
•monetary value to the ivorld is the biggest busi- 
ness of the nation. Therefore, whatever aids the 
farmer is to the public benefit. Whatever makes 
11 possible to increase his efficiency adds to the 
nation's resources just so much more. 


The farmer is facing a serious crisis now in his 


cffalrs as the declining crop prices with.a reduc- 
tion, It is estimated of ?5,000,000,000, as against 
prices six mpnths ago. This will be felt' In every 
channel of trade and industry. It is a time for 
careful co-operation of all .Interests and reme- 
dial measures that are safely based on economic 
principles should be taken by congress at the 
carltest moment after the session opens next week. 


BTATE OK NATION TO FIX RAILROAD 


TARIFFS. 


Another constitutional question will be. fought 


out In Wisconsin' on the priority of the state's or 
the nation's right to fix the rate for the railroads 
for intrastate traffic. 
So far several Injunctions 


liave Been granted by the Federal courts oE the 
states of Illinois, New York and in Wisconsin, re- 
•trainlng the state from returning to the rates in 
force prior to government operation. 
In Wis- 


consin we have a 2 cent rate for .the state traffic- 
'in passenger service. 
The rate allowed by the 


government under the private ownership return 
is 3.40 cents a mile. 
The question is then upon 


the right o£ the state to enforce Its law as against 
•that of the Federal government. 


The Supreme Court of the United States has 


Jield that the ISth amendment and under it the 
Volstead law had priority over the state law, but 
it must be remembered that the basic reason for 
that decision was the amendment to the consti- 
tution itself wherein it specifically, states that the 
federal law shall have priority. But that is not 
the same with the Federal statute. 
There is no 


.constitutional amendment on the rail rate ques- 


tion. Within tho boundaries of the state the state 
law is supreme so long as it accords with the con- 
stitutional enactment. That was fought out be- 
fore and since tho Civil War. Now we are to 
have it approached from a new angle and with 
pleas of expediency to uphold the contention ot 
the railroads. 
But expediency is a dangerous 


thing to play with. And the state will be backed 
generally In its determination to combat the con- 
tention of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
•which has accumulated enormous power, in the 
effort to make Wisconsin abrogate Its own rail- 
road laws.

Unemployment

Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—-The man who is 


willing and ablo to work but can't find a job, is 
with us again. 
Unemployment is 3n evidence 


almost everywhere in the United States, .accord- 
ing- to reports reaching the U. S. Employment 
Service 
In some little factory towns it means 


only a tew hundred men out of work. 
In New 


York it means 100,'OOD men out ot work in a 
single Industry. 
So far it has not meant bread 


linos nor other'symptoms of acute distress. 
Anil 


no one can tell how bad it is going 'to be. 
That 


depends upon how quickly and easily the price- 
readjustment is made—or rather, makes itse.U. 


But the man out of a job is a significant figure.- 


He is the hardest of all radicals to answer. Ton 
may say that the agitator who criticizes our in- 
stitutions talks bosh, but the man who wants to 
work and knows how to work and cannot find the 
chance, surely has a real case against society. 
He is the man of all men who will listen when 
someone tries to tell him that the nation is or- 
ganized on the wrong principle and ought to bo 
made over. 
There is no use asking him to bo 


content, when his stomach is empty and. the 
door to his job is closed. 
To prevent unemployment is worth more as a 


step toward "suppressing 
radicalism than 
any 


amount of red-baiting. and anarchist-exporting. 
Yet unemployment hits us periodically and wo 
have never yet made any intelligent effort to take 
care of it.. '. 


The nearest thing to an effort in that line was 


the creation o f . the U. S. Employment Service 
during the war as a part of the Labor Depart- 
ment. 
It was not provided to take care of un- 


employment, but rather to help in overcoming- 
a labor shortage. 
Nevertheless,- it was an or- 


ganization for studying labor .conditions, and its 
machinery could be used against unemployment 
as well as against shortage. 
At present this Government bureau is just 


barely alive. During 1910 it received appropria- 
tion's of $5,500,000. 
For 1320 and 1921 Congress 


has given it ?-IOO,000 and $225,000 respectively. 
In other words, it has received just enough to 
keep It in existence with a skeleton organization. 
Even that existence is dependent upon further 
legislation. 
The Kolan Bill,1 which has been re* 


ported favorably by the House Committee on La- 
bor, would make it a permanent bureau. Unless 
this bill Is passed it will presumably, go out of 
existence. 
. 
How would the .Employment Service go about 


preventing unemployment-'if it were made'a per- 
manent bureau? 
The most direct and effective 


way -would be for It to open employment .offices 
in every industrial city of the country, with its 
•Washing-ton office acting us a clearing house. Br 
such a system; it could bring the man and the 
job together, and reduce unemployment to a 
minimum/. If a thousand men were thrown out 
of jobs by the closing of a factory in Massachu- 
setts at the same time that a • thousand we/e 
needed for a state road-building project in Penn- 
sylvania, the ipraployment Service would know.it; 
and move the\men where, they were needed, 


This would not solve the problem, of .course. 


It would not create jobs. But it would give the 
man out of a job a resource, a hope. 
It would 


make the size and nature of the problem evi- 
dent. It would be an immense advance over the 
attitude oE indifference mixed with futile philan- 
thropy -with which we have always met the un- 
employment problem before. 
. 


This national" emplpyment system, ns it was 


operated during1 the war, collides With our-po- 
litical Ideals. 
It is regarded in many..quarters 


as a violation of states rights,-and an extension 
Of tlie evil of paternalism. There is no present 
prospect of re-establishing such a. system. 
Senti- 


ment,'as the saying is, goes against it. ..-

But 'a very similar system can be established 


by cooperation betweenvthe Federal Government 
and the state governments. It is such a, system 
that is contemplated by the Nolan'Bill, and which 
the present officials of the Employment Service 
hope to establish.' Thirty-three .-states already 
have employment services, with offices in about 
'00 cities. If some Federal aid were offered, it. 
Is probable that the rest of the states would estab- 
lish employment services, and that ail of the 
principal industrial centers would be served. 
In 


return -for a small Federal appropriation, these 
state services would'be bound to furnish .the Em- 
ployment Service in Washington, with all avail- 
able information concerning labor conditions, and 
they would also, perhaps, be compelled to main- 
tain certain standards of efficiency In 'order to 
get this Federal aid. In this way .a system fa-f 
millar to the Federal system, with Washington 
acting as a clearing house, would be establlshen 
without violating states rights or extending .very 
much the authority of the Federal Government. 


The U. S. Employment Service,-while waiting 


to see wlrat the new Congress Is goi,ng to do to.-i-t. 
is preparing to make a'survey of the labor situ- 
ation. 
Such a survey is^ made once a month 


now by the Bureau of Labor Statistics, but the 
Employment Service contemplates a much more 
intensive and extensive effort. 
The country will 


be divided into nine geographical divisions,, and 
:,gcnta will be established, in the principal indus- 
trial cities of each. These will make bi-monthly 
reports, showing the exact conditions of. the labor 
market in all of the fundamental industries in 
all- parts of the United States. 
This information 


will make clear to employers, to labor leaders, to 
Congress, the exact conditions at all times 
it 


will supply the facts, which is certainly the first 
step toward solving: any- problem. The Chamber 
of Commerce ot the United States is understood 
to have endorsed this proceeding. Manufacturers 
are beginning to realize that the man out of a jo.b 
is their worst enemy, if they wish to maintain 
the Industrial'status-quo in this country. And he 
Is an enemy who .cannot be rout in jail or shipped 
lo Russia. 
The only way to get rid of him is ,.0 


find him a job. Hence .the manufacturers favor 
job-hunting machinery.

could bo so timed as to relieve unemployment.
